School Board Report. 


To the inhabitants of Town School] District, the School 
Board presents the following report: 

During the past year we have had 3 terms of 10, 14 and 
8 weeks each, except that the school in district 4 was closed 
during the winter term; it being deemed impractical to con- 
tinue same with a membership of less than 5 scholars. 

Normal teachers have been employed in districts 1 and 
2 for 22 weeks each. Said teachers receiving a salary of $11 
each, $2 per week, of this amount, will be returned to the 
district by the state, Dec. 1, 1912. 

We respectfully call to your attention, the physical con- 
dition of our schoolhouses: 

District 2, the underpinning has been cemented, the seats 
and desks cleaned and shellaced. The present needs for the 
interior are papering and painting. 

District 4 has been shingled. 

District 6 has been underpinned, the floor leveled, school 
room enlarged by removal of a partition, thereby giving more 
room and light; the bushes cut, yard partialy graded and 
a road made. ‘The present needs are a small entry way to be 
built on the front of the house, interior of room to be painted, 
shutters constructed for windows. All school houses need 
better lighting. 

In regard to the supervising system we report as follows: 

1st. There has been a saving in the cost of text books 
and supplies. 

2nd. A higher grade of educational work has been done, 
through a better selection of teachers and the adoption of a 
course of study, as reccomended by Supt. Public Instruction, 
H. C. Norrison. 

3d. We find our teachers more diligent and painstaking 
since the adoption of this system, and the results are certain 
to be of lasting value. 
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Attendance of scholars, during the past year, has been 
abovethe average, for which we wish to thank our truant offi- 


cer, Frank E. Cannell.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To School Board and Citizens of Bartlett: 


I have the pleasure of submitting for your approval the 
first superintendent’s report. 


Since the opening of the schools in September, they 
have been under my supervision. The fall term was un- 
iformly successful throughout the town; but in some of the 
schools the winter termhas been somewhat broken up on 
account of sickness. In this short time I have only made a 
beginning in the upbuilding of the schools. With due respect 
to all who have been connected with the schools; and who 
have labored for their advancement; the fact stands out 
boldly that the schools are in great need of continued super- 
vision. A good system of schools can not be established all 
at once. They must be slowly built up; and then they must 
be so maintained. 

The State course of study has been adopted in all of the 
schools; and the teachers have been instructed to follow it as 
closely as possible. 


TOWN DISTRICT. 


Two of the schools, Glen and Lower Bartlett, have been 
taught by normal school graduates. ‘his means in general 
better teachers. The district will draw from the State $2.00 
per week for each of these teachers, for every week they have 
taught. This has enabled us to pay them more without any 
extra burden upon the town. 

If the schools have never before had normal school 
teachers, of course their ways and methods are new to the 
pupils; but no one can dispute the superiority of the trained 
teacher over the untrained teacher, other things being equal. 
My experience has been that after a year or two of normal 
graduates; that the parents are always anxious to have them 
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continue, no matter how much they disbelieved in them in 
the beginning. The normal graduates teaching in the country 
ought to be willing to explain their methods to interested 
parents; and on the other hand, the parents ought to always 
try to have faith in the teachers. They ought to believe that 
they are working for the best interest of the pupils; for this is 
true in ninety-nine cases out of one hundred. Only by better 
co-operation between parents and the school can you expect to 
have schools that you can be proud of. There is nothing 
that so justly reflects the quality of the community as the 
kind of schools it maintains.

The work in all the rooms has progressed well; and it is 
clearly evident that Bartlett has a staff of earnest workers in 
her schools.

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DISPOSAL OF SUPERINTENDENTS TIME AND PLAN OF WORK. 

My time is divided among the school districts in the 
union as follows: Conway 19-33, Madison 5-33, and Bartlett 
Special 4-33, Bartlett Town 5-33. 

During the summer, every effort was made to secure the 
best possible teaching staff. i 

So far, I have made 48 visits in the Special District, and 
41 visits in the Town District. ‘The reason for this difference 
in the number of visits is in the fact that the four schools in 
thé Special District are all under one roof, and no time was 
taken up in travel; while in the case of the Town District, 
the schools are scattered over a large area. 

With mostly new teachers the first part of the fall term 
was consumed in observation of their work and making the 
necessary suggestions. As soon as the schools were well 
started it has been my policy to systematically test out the 
schools in the various subjects. ‘The idea has been as far as 
possible to go the rounds with one subject at a time. In this 
way my visits have all been with some definite object in 
view. Some of the means of testing have been as follows: 

Writing—By means of Prof. Thorndike’s scale for meas- 
uring writing. 

Arithmetic—Multiplication tables, written work, large 
number of oral problems. 

Language—A written test of the application of good 
English. 

Reading—Hearing everybody read. 

Geography—lI have usually outlined a map on the black- 
board, and then had the pupils fill in the mountains, rivers, 
cities, and tell the business and products of the various sec- 
tions. 

Spelling —Examined spelling blanks, and.oral spelling. 

History and Civics—Started a discussion of some topic 
to see how much interest the pupils take in these subjects. 

Physisology-—Board diagrams and questions, especially 
pointed questions in regard to the personal habits of hygiene 
of the pupils themselves. 
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I have attended several educational meetings during the 
fall and winter, and have participated in two. Although my 
time has been largely occupied with actual school work, I 
have done considerable solid study and reading on the 
subjects of education. This is absolutely necessary for both 
teachers and superintendent, and it is an important fact for 
the public to realize, for a teacher is either growing better or 
worse every year. There is no standing still. 

In closing this report I wish to thank the pupils for their 
kindly greetings as I have been among them. This has béen 
my chief help and inspiration in my work.
